| We believe that a special responsi- 
bility rests upon the church, in

crusade- against war. The spirit of 
Jesus and the spirit of war seem to us 
Irreconcilably opposed. We are sure 
that what-the one stands for-the other 
would destroy; that war cannot pro- 
mote true Christianity, and that . true 
Christianity ought not to promote war. 


We believe therefore that 
the 


church should use all its influence and 'i 
power to 
arouse 
public 
opinion 


against war and to develop the Chris- 
tian conscience on war and its con-' 
tributing causes. To this end there- 
fore we subscribe to the following 
declarations: 


1. We reaffirm our faith in and re- 


liance upon spiritual and moral forces 
in the settlement of international dis- 


I putes—treaties, 
good-will, patience, 


trust, honesty and unselfishness! 


2. Denying the doctrine that war 


is inevitable, we adopt as our slogan, 
ithe expression of our profound convic- 
jtion, "A Warless World in This Gener- 
ation"—a goal that is attainable to 
the concerted action of right-thinking 
people. 


3. We reiterate the obvious truth 


that war, as a means of securing 
worthy ends, is henceforth futile; the 
experience, of ten years shows beyond 
all doubt that war is now so costly 
and so destructive as to make its evil 
results far outweigh Its good effects.

5. We reiterate our belief in the 


necessity of open diplomacy—publicity 
alike 
for treaties 
and diplomatic

C. Realizing the paramount im-

acknowledging the high standards of 
many journalists in discharging their
